on which Provocation the {aid unfortunate young 
Man pufh’d him away, and threaten’d to ftrike him 
if he did not; but the Negro, inftead of going 
away, anfwer'd, That if he ftruck him he would 
fitike him again, and fwore that if he did, he would 
dafh out his Brains ; and after fome tufling betwixt 
them, the Negro catch’d up a Brick and hove it with 
all the Force he could at the young Man, which 
hitting him on the Head, fraétur’d his Skull, of 
which Wound he languifhed about 1a Hours and 
then died, to the exceeding Grief of his Parents, 
and the great Concern of his Friends and Acquaint- 
ance, among whom he was well refpeéted. The

SCOTLAND. 


Edinburgh, Fune 12. Yefterday the High Court of 
Jufticiary proceeded to the Trial of Thomfon and 
Ratcliff. The firft was brought to the Bar, and in- 
deed his Appearance carried fo much of Stupidity, 
that it did not feem ftrange his Council infifted on 
that Defence. His Indiétment was read, to which 
he pleaded Not Guilty, but in equivocal Expreflions. 
Several Exceptions were made to the Libel; and the 
Lawyers infifted further, That all Crimes of fuch 
an atrocious Nature as Murder, could proc-ed from 
no other Caufes but either Revenge, the Love of 
Gain, or Madnefs; that the unhappy Pannel could 
not be faid to have perpetrated che barbarous Crime 
from either of the firft two Motives: He could not 
entertain Hatred at a Man with whom he was fcarce 
acquainted, and had never been in Company with; 
nor-was it the Love of Gain, for, after the Murder, 
Forrefter’s Pockets remain’d unrified, and it could 
be proved he had nor taken the Value of a Half- 
penny; itthen only remained, that it was to be at- 
tributed to Madnefs, which was a Caufe that could 
not infer the pena ordinaria, as Men in that Condi- 
tion were confidered in the fame View with Infants; 
that che Purfuers had done better ro lay the Charge 
againft the Pannel’s Friends, who were oblig'd by an 
old A@ of Parliament to confine him; but as to 
himfelf, the Law confider’d People in his Circum- 
ftances as under Tutory, and had.previded accord- 
ingly; fo the Pains of Law could not be infli@ed 
on him, without a manifeft Contradiction to the com- 
mon Opinion of Mankind, and the united Judgment 
of all Lawyers.——Their Lordthips are to refume 
the Caufe on Monday next, and in the mean Time 
have order’d Informations relating to the Affair to 
be lodg’d in the Clerk's Hands. 

Ratcliff made his Appearance next: He looked 
with furprifing Intrepidity, and refufed all the Fats 
with which he was charged: Thefe confift of his 
having broken up feveral Shops at Aberbrothwick, 
and ftealing or refetting the Goods then carried 
away; he breaking the Prifon of Perh, and making 
his Efcape from this City Gaol on the Night when 
Capt. Portcous was murder’d. As he is a Vagrant, 
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and of bad Habic and Repute, the Indiétment con- 
cludes with his deferving the Pains of Law on a full 
Proof before a Jury. The Trial is to be refumed 
Monday fe’ennight. ,
